According to’ Sir Frederick Maurice, the noted military expert 
of Great Britain, in an address delivered at the Williamstown, con- 
ference, the real danger in Europe today is not -militarism in France | 
or Gérmaniy, but militarism in the contirient’s new nations, carved out 
of Europe by the Versailles treaty 


The army of the United’States is in Proportion to the population 
and wealth much smaller than that of any nation scross the sea, Sir 
Frederick declares, and its size is purely a domestic affair with no 
international signifiéance. 


Germany may have violated some features: of the. Veositles 
treaty, the speaker ared, but it is no danger of . upsetting the 
peace of the wofld.for years to come, and the evacuation of the 
Ruhr is easing the situation. Nor is France as militaristic as com- 
monly supposed. Its army, though. Jarge, is smaller than it was 
in 1913. Then it numbered 766,000 men, while now it is 675,000, 
with only 435,000-of these Frenchmen. The rest are natives reé- 
cruited because of the increase of French territory in northern 
Africa. 

Sir Frederick concluded:  “ ‘The real cause for the failure to 
reduce the total -:number. of Europeans under arms is due less to the 
attitude of France and Germany than to the creation of a whole 
crop of new armies in the nations which have been erected as a re- 
sult of the peace treaties. Poland, .Rumania,. Finland, Jugoslavia 

and Czechoslovakia all’ today -have formidable atmies. ey see 


ore Hon ong by neighbors from whoni territory has -been | 


taken. ey ‘have in their own borders large minofities of other 
nations, and they*are obsessed with the sense of insecurity.” 

The carving up of European territory and the making of these 
new nations was due, of course, to an effort to’carry out the doc- 
trine of self determination of peoples.

Uncle 
Sam has no cause to: regret his refusal to ratify the treaty of Ver- 
sailles with its league of nations accompaniment.
